Reassuring 


RESIDENT — Kisenhower’s 
budgel mesange to Can- 
gress comes as a heartening 
assurance that the Ad- 
ministration will do ns 
much for the welfare of the 
free wortd—and particular. 
ly omuny under-developed 
nations jin the Far and 
Middle-Bast—an = for — its 
own citizens in 1964-65. 
There are many examples 
of this in Mr Bisenhower's 
speech. Ono or two which 
deserve mention are his 
plans to allow tho transfer 
of fissionable material to 
friendly nations to assist 
them in pence-time atomic 
power development and, to 
come onearer our own 
shores, the hope he has 
xiven the Malayan rubber 
and tin industries by limlt- 
ing American production of 
synthotic rubber to 600,000 
tonsa a year and ending tin 
syockpiling. Both — these 
Sroposals will be welcomed 
4s an example of American 
concern for the smaller 
nations. In Singapore, com- 
mercial interests see pros- 
pects of higher exports of 
natural rubber to the US 
this year and processing of 
larger supplies of tin from 
Indonesia and Thailand as 
a result of the closing of 
the Texas Tin Smelting 
Works. This will mean 
increased employment = in 
Malaya and will - probably 
give a boost to prices, 
HE President's proposal to 
reduce the tax burden on 
money earned abroad 
should encourage American 
investors to put more 
capital to work abroad 
and “transfer to private 
investment a substantial 
purt of the burden of 
foreign aid which has 
averaged more than $6,000 
million a year since 1948.” 
Though this was un- 
doubtedly the result of 
persistent lobbying in 
Washington by companies 
feeling the pinch of doublo 
taxation on their earnings 
abroad, this plan, insofar 4s 
it encourages US capital 
investment abroad, will be 
welcomed all over = the 
Free World. For as Mr 
Patrick Maitland MP. 
suid recently: “the elected 
Governments of many Asian 
countries cannot afford to 
be indifferent to the margin 
of people who are con- 
demned to premature death 
below the subsistence level. 
In theae countries, develop- 
ment is a ‘must’ in a sense 
quite different from the 
other Commonwealth coun- 
tries. They need capital 
urgently.” It ia not im- 
possible, therefore, that 
this year will see many 
American manufacturers 
seeking outlets for 
trade.

Blackout 


Of Radio 
Signals 


London, Jun. 22, 
A surprise blackout on 
radio signals virtually cut 
London off from shortwave 
wireless contact with most 
of the world intermittently 
for 12 hours last night. 


Normally radio engineers can 
predict the upproach of bad 
rudio conditions, but this time 
they had no warning. All forms 
of signal, Including voice 
broadcasts, were uffected both 
inward and outward, ; 

Reuters listening station was 
unuble to pick up Moscow 
Rudiovand outward signals from 
London were Inaudible to most 
of the world — except North 
America and Africa. 

Radio conditions deterloruted 
ubuut 7 o'clock GMT last night 
and did not fully recover until 
ubout 8 am. today, As a result, 
u great deal of traMe was 
switched to cable — circuits 
causing heavy delays. 

Radlo engineers blame dis- 
turbances in the jonosphere— 
the gas layer u few miles from 
the earth which reflects radio 
sugali—for the conditions, 

Ta wrercame the problem cf 
somding cadio signals “round the 
corners’ of the ecarth’s curved 
suntace, anginocrs “bounce” their 
siggmats off the icnosphene. Last 
night it became “turbulent” and 
caused the poor reception, clicw- 
ing signals to escape through 
instead of reflecting then to 
theatr destinations, 

As a result ofl reception in. 
London from the West was 
patohy cnt unmeliable, ond Faz 
Eastern signals were inaudible 
most of the time. 

Sorvices from London were 
inauttiblle in Bombay, Colombo 
and Singapore, as were broad- 
cacts from other European cen- 
toes, Australia could not hvear 
Singapore.—Reutrr,

Washington’s

Chicago, Jan. 22.

selentists decided to study 
chimpanzees for comparison, 


NOTHING CONCLUSIVE 


They found that seme chim- 
panzee mothers Jet ther babies 
free to explore their urrounds 
Ings by themselves, pnd to play 
with other ape youngsters, 
These grew into normal adult 
chimpanzees, But other mothers 
Indsted on supervising cvery 
detall of their children’s lives— 
and these chimpanzees grew Up 
into strangely timid, uncertain 
creatures who could not even 
find food for themselves. 

Of course, the sctenttats 
realise that chimpanzecs — are 
not humans and that the animal 
resulta. prove nothing conclu- 
sive about men, But the ex~ 
periments were a valuable first 
step towards the better planning 
of observations on human 
familics. 

In another Important cxperi- 
ment, a team of French scientists 
tralned cats to obtain food by 
running through a maze. Then

proved Invaluable to neurologists 
'Heeuuse Its nervous system con- 
sists of one giant nerve cell, 
‘ providing an ideal laboratory for 
the study of nerve impulses and

Often these researches directly 
benelit the animals themselves, 
For example, Swedish — Investl- 
\gutors di:eovered not long ago 
that dogs can suffer backache 
just Uke bumans, This work

But perhaps the ttrangest 
tInchngs were reported recenlly 
by the American Veterinary 
Medleal Association, Some dogs, 
it seems, are allergic to thelr 
lowners’ face-powder, Sume cats 
develup skin rashes In response 
to certain food.

Where Do 
You Read 
First? 


Boston. 

How do pvople read the front 
pages of thelr newspapers? 

A group of editors and at 
least one scientist  apparcotly 
have opposite views on that 
subject. 

The editors’ and scientist’s 
conclusions on the question 
were disclosed in a report sub- 
mitted to the 120th mecting 
here of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of 
Selence. 

Herman F. Brandt, 
of the Institute of Visual Re- 
search in Chicago, said he 
querricd 100 editors, of which 
60 per cent replied. 

And most of the editors, 
Brandt — sald, thought their 
readers glanced first at the up- 
per right side of the front page 
and then spent the first 15 
seconds scanning the news on 
the entire right side of the 
page. 

But they’re-— wrong, said 
Brandt who recorded the read- 
ing habits of 100 persons with 
a photo-electric eye camera.’ 

Brandt sald results showed 
that-78 per cent of the readers 
first looked at the left-hand 
side, And, he said, they then 
divided their reading time of 
the first 16 seconds as fellows:

Top half 59.6 per cent 
Lower half 57.0 per cent

Top half 404 per cont 
Lower haif 42,2 per cent

Expedition Going 
‘To Bloemfortein 


Washington. 

The age-old quest _fito 
whether life exista on Mars 
—the red planet—will be 
carried on this year by a 
special expedition to Bloem- 
fontein, South Africa, the 
National Geographic Society 
announced. 

The party will include a team 
of astronomers from the socicty 
aund- the Lowell observatory, 
Flagstaff, Arizona. Its Andings 
will later be co-ordinated with 
those of the International Marg¢ 
Committee formed last year to 
take observations from all the 
major contincnts. 

In June, Mars will be 40,000,~ 
000 miles from the Earth, the 
noarest in 13 yoars, It will be 
close to the horizon in North 
America but directly overhead 
in Bloemfontein, giving the star 
Razers there an extraordinary 
fine telescopic contact. 

One yoal {fs a more exact 
meusurement of the planct's 
diameter—ubout half that of the 
Eurth—and from this a better 
understanding of Mars’ internal 
makeup. Another Is an Inves- 
tigation of the “Blue Envelope” 
that clouds the planct’s surface 
when pictures are made by blue 


Light. 
SURFACE DETAILS 

By red light the cloud js penc- 
trated and surface details may 
be seen with a powerful tele- 
scope. From polar caps that 
vary in ¢ize with the Martian 
seasons, huge dark areas extend 
toward the planct’s cquator, 
These change over the years and 
niso with the <casons althousth 
general outlines = remuin = re- 
latively fixed. 

The seasonal changes are be- 
lieved to reflect vegetation 
which once was thought to be 
giant Inkes or seas. In 1877, 
the Italian astronomer, Schiape- 
relli_ claimed he had discovered 
giant lines which he called 
“canals” or “channels.” This 
gave rise to the Implication that 
they may have been dug by 
intelligent beings. . 

Dr E. C. Stpher, Lowell 
observatory Martlan expert, will 
lead tbe work at Blocmfontein. 
He will use the 27-tnch refract~ 
ing telescope of the Lamont- 
Hussey observatory there, most 
powerful in the southern heml-~ 
sphere, In all 14 countries will 
be participating In the explora- 
tion. 

Geographic President Dr 
Gilbert Grosvenor said the 100- 
inch telescope at Mount Wilson 
and the 200-inch “big eye’ at 
Palmor in California also will 
be turned on Mars at Intervals 
during the ycar.—United Press.

French and Dutch groups, 
journoyed nil the way acrosa 
the Atlantic just to help 
their British rivals.

He sald that the freeing of 
20,000 Chinese and Korean 
prisoners as civilians was o great 
oceusion in the history of 
mankind, The Communists 
would, in future, have to take 
Into account that their men 
might ssck asylum with tne 
other side, declared Mr Robert- 
Sun, 

He sald the present 
diminished prospects of war 
would, in his opinion, be re- 
cognised by history a5 a great 
vc.ory “for our side’ — a 
vutory achieved in Korea which 
should also be maintained 
through the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation, 

He said that the Communists 
could now be cxpected to 
“strengthen themselves and 
weaken us” by means other 
than open war. They could be 
expected to back rebellions 
against local governments in 
{he free world, just as they 
were doing new in Indo-China. 

Warning against the tempta- 
tior. of thinking that the Com- 
munists were softening up, Mr 
Robertson stated: “We aro now 
untering a period of increasing 
rather than diminishing difficil- 
ty. It Js up to us to destroy 
the illusion of Inevitable Com- 
mundist triumph. By so doing, 
we shall strike at the very heart 
of ‘the monster.” * ‘ . 

Mr. Robertson sald that

Mr Clark, one of the world’s 
leading mathematical statis— 
ticlans, had an audience of 
1,000 business executives and 
economists who had filled two 
ballrooms of New York's Astor 
Hotel to hear him. 

The present recession would 
differ from that of 1949 in that 
it would lost a year and may 
last longer and In that the con- 
traction of business activity 
would be sharper unless the 
government took proper action 
early enough, ho sald, 

Mr Clark, a dormer 
adviser to the Australian 
mreneuty: is now Dean_ of the 
Agricultural Economists ‘Research 
Institute at Oxford University. 

FAITH SHAKEN 

He said that construction 
costs in the United States were 
high relative to other costs. ‘Tihe 
big latent demand for housing 
in America that would bo 
released when . construction 
costs came down made a full 
scale slump in business octivity 
“impossibl:" he observed. 

“For this reason, particularly 
nothing like the 1929-33 collapse 
4s to be feared now,” Mr Clark 
declared. . 

A renewal of the housing 
boom was one of the things 
that would break a deflationary 
chain reaction after on 
had run its course through a 
decline of something like 10 per

Intense Competition: 


Ahead 
For British Exports 


London, Jan. 22. 


The chairmen of the seven big banks have 
warned Britain this week that she should not be 
lulled'into complacency by the improvement in her 
finances shown over the last year. 


Most of the 


seven bank chiefs 


forecast in their 


annual reports a coming period of intense competition 
in exports when Britain may find trading conditions in 
the world exceedingly difficult. 


Lord Balfour of Burlelgh, 
Chalrman of Lloyds Bank, made 
a survey showing that since 
1950 Britain's record of produc- 
tlon and exports has compared 
unfavourably with that of other 
western European countrics, 

He described it as “disquict- 
ing” that since 1950‘ Britain’s 
mecchandise exports have de- 
elincd while the export trade of 
the other members of the OEEC 
(Organisation for European 
Economie Co-operation) group 
has risen, 

Chairman cf Barclay's Bank, 
Mr A, W. Tuke, stressed the 
danger of fresh claims by in- 
dustry for higher wages. 

He sald if these were conceded, 
“we may be thrown back Into a 
state of crisis caused quite 
simply by the impossibility of 
selling our manufactured 
abroad." 


NOT AS BRIGHT 

Sir Eric Carpenter, of 
Willlams Deacons Bank, said 
In hiy annual report: “In look- 
ing to the future, the prospect 
ts not ax bright as appears on 
the surface.” 

He pointed out last year’s 
good export figures arose from 
orders received some time ago 
—and orders now are harder 
to get. 

“We ore entering an cra of 
intense competition. The re- 
surgence of Germany, Japan 
and other countries as ex- 
porlers—taken in conjunction 
with the rigidity of our 
economle structure here, clogged 
and hampered as it is by 
excessive taxation—pose grave 
questions for us all,” he suid. 

Chairman of the Midland 
Bank, Lord Harlech, sald the 
recent efforts of the Govern- 
ment to liberalise the cconomy 
were “a striking act of faith” 
in view of the uncertainties of 
the balance of payments, In- 
cufliclency of productive invest- 
ment and the rising trend of 
consumption, 

But, he told his shareholders, 
it would not be justiNed unless 
Britain exerts all the energy 
und resourcefulness that can be 
mustered in support of exports 
und competitive power. 

Chairman of the District Bank 
Limited, Sir Thomas Barlow, a 
big North of England concern, 
soid: “Trading conditions ere 
in many’ ways exceedingly 
dimcult and subject to In- 
enlculable change...there has 
been a tendency for some 
countries to buy from the 
United States rather than from 
us". 

“No major group of our ex- 
ports appears to be really strong 
enough to hold its own against 
external pressures”. 


EVEN IN STERLING AREA 


Chairman of tho National 
Provinclal Bank, Mr D, J. 
Roberts, said Britain was “tend- 
ing to lose exports orders even 
in sterling area countries”. 

“If our competitors cut down 
tho price of their manufactures, 
and .we fall to do 80, the terms 
of trade =may still be In our 
favour but the trode Itself will 
be lost”. om 

Most of the bank chiefs plead 
for taxation reform 28 a means 


of improving the economic 
prospects, 
M. A. H. Bibby, of Martins 
Bank, suld in the annual report 
that there will be no “realistic” 
incentive to the nation's industry 
and commerce till the effective 
top taxation is not’ more than 
25 per cent of incomes up to 
£20 a week and not more than 
76 per cent on Incomes in the 
higher cutegories.—Reuter, 


Jagan Wants 
Economic 


o2|Boycott Of UK 


Catro, Jan, 22. 

The deposed Prime Minis- 
ter of British Gutana, Dr 
Cheddi Jagan, today sald he 
would suggest to General 
Mohammed Naguib the idea 
of an economic boycott of 
Britain “by a joint decision 
of all colonial countries.” 

Dr Jagan sald he had found 
enthusiastic support from the 
indian government during his 
stay in India. He emphasised he 
had been warmly welcomed in 
New Delhi. 

The former Prime Minlster 
sald he ond: Pandit Nehru bad 
discussed the possibility of in- 
tervention before the United 
Nations. 

Claiming that the Britlsh 
Guiana bauxite mines were cn- 
urely controlled by America, Dr 
Jagan raid Woshington had 
played the determining role in 
the recent crisis there.“ 

Dr Jagan said his party, the 
Peoplo’s Progressive Party, had 
no objection, once the indepen- 
dence of British Gutona had 
been acquired, to be members 
of the British Commonwealth 
after the Indian fashion.
